*7he  Visitations  were  in  the  nature  of  assize  and  fines  ,'and 

dj 

penaties  were  enacted  against  those  who  failed  to  cone  in. 

Each  county  was  visited  several  times  and  in  consequence  a 
pretty  complete  list  was  obtained  by  all  Arms, then  in  use,  to 
which  any  right  could  be  shown  and  no  Arms  were  to  be  admitted 
which  were  not  allowed  at  such  Visitations. 

Arms  had, of  course, been  granted  in  due  form  before  this  but 

the  registration  of  such  being  found  incomplete, these  Visitations 
were  enacted. 

From  the  date  of  these  Visitations, all  Arms  duly  granted  have  been 
registered.

Compiler  of  "frights  of  Oyster  Bay, Long  I  si  and  V 

Coat  Armour  represented  the  badge  of  a  family  .  All  members  of 
that  family  were  permitted  legally  to  the  display  and  use  of  same, 
while  the  Crest, or  Cognisance, was  generally  used  as  an  individual 
badge  and  was  of  various  forms  among  the  different  branches, or 

groups  of  such  family. ""hen  the  Arms  were  used  or  displayed  by 
Junior, or  other  members  of  such  family, besides  the  regognized  head, 
thereof,  a  distinction  was  added  by  the  impaling  on  the  sheild  of 
the  Coat  of  Armour  various  accepted  symbols  to  designate  whether  the 
bearer  was  a  first. , second, or  younger  son. 

These  symbols  were  known  as"diff erences"  of  marks  of  Cadency. 

Crest b, or  Cognizances, came  into  use  at  a  very  early  peiioa  but, 

about  the  twelfth  or  thirteenth  Centuries  their  adoption  appears 
to  have  become  general.

The  actual  settlement  of  Hempstead  by  Europeans  was  made  on  a 
tract  of  land  which  JOHN  CAPKA3T  and  REV. ROBERT  FORDHAtf, acting  for 
their  associates  at  Stamford , Connect icut , purchased  India,n  Title  to, 
Nov.  I6th.  1644  and  procured  a  Patent  for  same  from  Njlliam  Keife, 
the  Dutch  Governor  of  Her  Peitherland. 

NOTES  * 

The  land  was  originally  occupied  by  three  tribes  of  Indians. 

The  Roclcaways  -  Merokes  and  MatJ  necocks . 

Thirty  or  forty  families  came  from  Ste.mfcrd,Gonr .  to  the  new  set¬ 
tlement  , among  frhon  were  REV. RIchaRD  RENTON/-.!  11  iam  Raynor, Richard 
Gilder sleeve,  John, Robert  and  Benjamin  Goe  -JOHN  CARDAN  -ROBERT 
FORTRAN  -Robert  Jackson  -Si-ion  Gearing  and  John  Ellison. 

Most  of  these  families  came  originally  from  Massachusetts  Colony 

via.  Wethersfield, Gonn.  having  come  to  America  with  the  band  cal¬ 
led  "The  Puritans’1  1630. 

The  purchase  of  this  tract  of  land  was  confirmed  to  seven  families 
of  Englishmen, four  of  whom  were  from  Remel, Hempstead, Hertfordshire,^ 
England  and  the  settlement  was  named  "Hempstead". 

These  settlers  were  joined  by  John  Hicks  and  DANIEL  WHITEHPJAD  of 

Flushing  and  subsequently  by  other  English  settlers  from  East  and 
West  ends  of  the  Island.  GATT.  JOHN  REAP  AN,  coming  from  Eastern  end 

of  the  Inland, had  settled  on  land  adjoining  what  was  subsequently 
the  Ea3tern  boundary  of  the  Hempstead  Purchase  and  had  secured 
title  to  a  tract  of  land  comprising  more  than  twelve  thousand  acres 
which  in  I 68b, under  Dougan  Patent  became  part  of  Hempstead. 

The  first  division  of  land  recorded  in  Hempstead , took  place 
1647  and  from  this, it  appears  that, at  the  time, there  were  sixty- two 
Freeholders  in  the  town.  Each  person  was  alotted  land  in  proportion 
to  the  money  ho  had  contributed  to  the  public  funds. 
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The  ploto  varied  in  size  from  ten  to  two  hundred  acres

It  is  well  to  here  mention  the  settlement  of  Klizabethtown.N .J  . 
as  it  was  a  Patent  granted  to  Long  Island  group  of  men  and  settled 
by  Long  Island  families. 

Purchase  of  land  from  the  Indians  of  where  Elizabethtown  was  found 
ed  was  made  by  wohn  Bailey  -  PANIEL  PENTON  and  Luke  Watson  of  Jamaica 

Long  Island.  Patent  granted  to  Capt.  John  Bafcer.who  acted  as  inter- 
pceter.John  Ogden  from  Easthampton  and  Southampton, John  Bailey  and 
Luke  watson  of  Jamaica  and"their  associates”  by  Governor  Nicholls, 
confirming  in  deed  dated, Pec.  1st.  1664. 

John  Ogden  of  Easthampton  bought  out  PA*TIEL  PENTON  of  Jamaica. 

Elizabeth  was  named  in  honor  of  Elizabeth, wife  of  the  first 
Sir  George  Carteret, an  uncle  of  Governor  Philip  Carteret. 

Governor  Phillip  Carteret  maateied  Elizabeth  (Smith)  Lawrence  of 
Long  Island.  She  was  daughter  of  Kicherd  Smith  and  widow  of  Capt. 

Wm.  -Lawrence.  She  married, as  a  secono  wife,  Capt.  T?ill iam  Law¬ 
rence  .March  4th.  1664.  Capt.  Lawrence,who  was  born  St. Albans, 
Hertfordshire, England , 1623  came  to  America  ,163b.  He, with  his  brother 
John  Lawrence  and  sixteen  others, were  Patentees  of  Flushing, L. I . 

He  became  the  largest  landed  proprietor.  His  estate  was  at  Lawrence, 
Long  Island  which  stills  bears  his  name.  Here  he  died  intestate, 1680 , 

leaving  ne^en  children. 

After  Capt.  ^illiam  Lawrence's  death, his  widow,  married  Sir  Phillip 
Cajffeepet .Governor  of  New  Jersey. 

The  daughter  of  Gapt.  william  Lawrence  by  his  first  wife(name  not 
known)was  Elizabeth  Lawrence  who  married , 1672  Thomas  Stevenson, uno] e 
of  Abigail  St even sen  who  married, as  her  first  husband, Panic!  Penton

Rev.  Robert  Davison  was  of  the  Island  cf  Antiqua  before  coming  to

America  and  there  is  no  record  found  that  he  ever  returned  to 


America  from  Tinglr.nd  where  he  was  1759.  His  brother, A! exander  was 
bom  in  hnglund  X69R  and  died  in  Ulster  County, Hew  York, Hch. I6th. 1764 
Relatives  w  re  settled  in  Preston, Conn , near  Norwich, at  the  time  , 
and  even  before  these  brothers  were  of  long  Island-. The  -L/avison  Aen 
of  Connecticut  were  , several  of  them  hes  Captains  whose  vessels 

plied  between  England  and  America.  It.  will  be  noticed  that  the  families

nies.  "Ms  fact, together  with  records  obtainab]  e, convinces  me, that 
"ev.  Robert  Davison, after  establishing  a  home  on  Long  island, returned 
to  England  to  marry  but  for  some  reason, did  not  return  to  America 

after  marriage.  It  will  be  noticed  that  in  1751  he  purchased  his  farm 
in  Hempstead. In  1757  his  son  Robert  was  born.  1759  he  empowers  his 
brother .Alexander  to  sell  farm  which  he  does  fcn  1760. 

That  he  still  retained  pleasant  memories  of  his  American  home,relatin 

same  to  h?.s  son, Robert.  This  accounts  for  the  son's  interest,  in 
American  Colonies  and, as  a  boy, nineteen  2/ears  old, returned  to  Ameri¬ 
ca  with  his  relative, the  sea  Captain, Thomas  Davison  which  accounts 
for  his  enlistment  in  sea  service  at  Norwich, Conn. 

Robert  Davison, Jr.  married  on  Long  Island  and  still  followed  his  in¬ 
terest  in  navigation  b]r  owning  and  opera  ting,  several  years,  boats  be¬ 
tween  New  ^ork  end  Albany.  The  ^avisons  of  the  early  settlers  nearly 


all  fol?.owod  the  sea.
